Here are the changes I made: 


1. Removed one of the XTALS. 
2. Changed L1 to a 24 uH inductor 


Result: No more freq jump. 
Increasing the L1 inductance compensates for the removed XTAL 


I found that no mater what I did to the circuit, as long as 2 
XTALS were in the circuit, I ALWAYS had a freq jump at the same 
freq. Not sure why sometimes a dual XTAL config works and other 
times it does not. I won't futz with the circuit anymore. I'm 
satisfied using just one XTAL ...Saves money anyway.

Hi Gang, 
To those of you that have designed VXO circuits...I need some help... 


As I change the varactor voltage from min to max, about half way 

the frequency of the VXO jumps. Almost as if the circuit said goodby to 
one XTAL and hello to the other XTAL. I tried several sets of XTALS, 
including some that were matched. Still have the freq jump problem. 

The frequency jumps about 2 KHz, and NO, it's not a bad tune pot :-) 
Also tried various C2/C3 ratios with no change. Here is the circuit:

I will reduce the inductance of L1 next, but I need at least 1 KHz 


per XTAL Mhz of tuning range; a minimum of 8 KHz at 8.182 MHz. 
The load on the output is greater than 1K

I liked the recent VXO thread, and hope I can tap the same sources of wisdom 
in my effort to resolve a problem I've been having with my 17 meter SSB TX. 
I first mentioned this problem a couple of months ago in a message entitled 
"A tale of two Crystals." Put on your thinking caps guys, ‘cause this ones a 
tough one. 


Here's the deal: Carrier oscillator at 5.173 to balanced modulator to 
Crystal filter to NE602 mixer. VXO hetrodyne oscillator (Colpitts, with 
rock, coil and cap in series). 


I have two fundamental crystals from the same manufacturer. One at 23.323 
Mhz, the other at 23.303 Mhz. My plan was to use the first for around 
18.130 - 18.150 and the other for the lower portion of the 17 meter phone band. 


Both rocks work fine in the VXO circuit. I can pull the 23.323 rock about 
23 Khz, and the 23.303 rock pulls about 15 khz. Both sound clean when I 
listen at the 23 mhz freqs. So I don't think the problem is in the VXO. 


But when I put the 23.303 rock in the circuit and listen at 18 Mhz, all 
kinds of spurs and birdies pop up around the operating frequency. They are 
very close to the op frequency. When I set the RX to a freq in the operating 
range, and then turn the tuning cap on the TX, instead of the one nice clean 
signal ("whoop") that I hope to hear, I get multiple signals ("whoop, whoop, 
whoop"). I can't even tell which one is the strongest. At several points I 
can hear simultaneous oscillations at freqs within a few hundred cycles. 


Strange thing is that this does not happen with the 23.323 rock. That one 
produces the desired clean signal. 


Remember, both rocks sound clean in the VXO -- the problem arises only when 
the mixer and the rest of the TX circuits are brought in. 


Important clue: I tried changing the carrier oscillator rocks. I pulled 
out the 5176.8 rock (USB) and put in a 5173.5 rock (LSB). Birdies 
disappeared! "Aha! Bad carrier freq rock!" I thought. I figured I could 
just pull the "good" carrier freq rock to the desired freq. But when I did 
so, the birdies returned! 


So my conclusion is that somewhere in there energy from the VXO hetrodyne 
oscillator is interacting with energy from the carrier oscillator to produce 
the birdies. And it seems that this interaction happens when the VXO is 
using the 23.303 rock, but not when it uses the 23.323 rock. Does this sound 
correct? 


I've tried reducing the voltage at which the VXO operates. No change. I've 
checked the signal level going into the NE602. Correct. 


Any theories on what is going on here? Any ideas on possible solutions? 
Help! I'm stranded in on the upper portion of 17 phone!

As you all know the MFJ Artificial Ground is a box with a 
variable capacitor of some max capacitance and a tapped coil of some 
unknown inductance. The capacitor and inductor are in series and they 
have the antenna tuner ground connected at one end and a wire connected 
to the other end. It works when you bring the whole mess into being a 
1/4 wavelenght electrically. 


I want to know the approximent values for L and C. There is a 
paper in an older QST that talked about this. If you have QST on CD-rom 
you can just quary for Artificial Ground and it should hit on a date or 
dates.

Karl, 
the two worst antennas I have had in 45 years of hamming as both USA and DX 
QTHs were end fed wires! 


The first, my first Marconi, was about like, in length, your proposed 44 
foot wire. However it was put up in El Paso, (desert country), with no good 
RF ground conditions, even though I tried, with a wet ground rod system! 
Sand is just no good for RF ground! I also erred in bringing the end into 
the rig, which put my high current end close to earth. 


Then, I had a 400 foot long wire in 9M2 land from the proverbial 60 foot 
coconut palm tree to another, then down to the roof edge and around the 
chalet to my shack in the back bedroom. It was pointed to open area in the 
Indian ocean, and skipped right over Indonesia. Did not work on in country, 
40m Sunday 9M2 net, worth beans! Again, in tropics, you have no RF ground. 
All the conductive salts have long ago leached out of the earth with the 
daily or twice daily monsoon rains! 


That being said, SOME get single wires to work. However, if you do not know 
the RF ground character of where you plan to use it, I would plan on either 
a tuned counterpoise, or full elevated quarter wave radials to augment the 
single wire. A single wire is not a complete antenna. It is unbalanced, 
and is missing that reference provided by the counterpoise. 


Far better have been the balanced antennas I have used at Field Days for six 
years, big 5/8 wave leg Double Zepps, put up as inverted Vee. Also, giant 
horizontal loops, but only up 20 feet for ease. This year, we had three, 
with 849 foot for 20m, over 600 feet around on 40m, and for 10m and 80m we 
used over 300 foot around, (nearly 400). All worked all over the country 
when the bands were open. Sat. afternoon was not good for the bands, but by 
dark, the reliable bands of 20 and 40 worked excellently. We have noted we 
worked sections on the East and West coasts not only on the bands 40 and up, 
but also on the short time in the early evening when some were on 80m! Low 
loops do work. 


The shorter end fed wires also seem to suffer, in my opinion, in bringing 
the end down to the transmitter. I like your idea of using a wire line feed 
, in the manner of the old Zepp doublet. However, there are some lengths of 
wire flattop and feeder that become hard to tune. Old handbooks give these 
combinations and rules of thumb to avoid them. 


We have been pleased with 450 ohm or 300 ohm window line feeding our loops 
from the commercial balun equipped transmatches, however, before I got to FD 
with my transmatch, I had a friend use a 4:1 balun only, on the end of the 
ladder line, and worked Indonesia with our 849 foot around loop. He used no 
other tuning at all, just the 50 ohm output of his rig. 20m of course. 


Capture area is important, if you can get up more wire. On our over 300 
foot around loop used on 10m, it was some 20 feet lower in elevation than 
the station tent. There, we had a trap dipole, Mosley all metal rotatable. 
On the dipole, on a quarter wave mast, we could hear no stations on 10m, but 
on the loop down below, we heard a dozen! 


Hope you can put up more wire,and you will get a more omni pattern if you 
load a doublet configuration on all bands. We find that the model lobes you 
see in EZNEC fill in on practical use on the higher bands.
